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Probe on 
drug after 
internet 
buyer dies 

A GOVERNMENT minister 
has promised to investigate 
a morphine-like drug af¬ 
ter the death of a Cradley 
Heath father who bought 
the substance to help him 
sleep. 

Computer technician 
Jason Nock, aged 41, of 
High Haden Road, died in 
August after taking a fatal 
dose of the legal drug AH- 
7921, which he had bought 
on the internet. 

Senior Black Country 
Coroner Robin Balmain 
wrote to the Home Office 
urging an investigation after 
concluding the death was as 
a result of an accident. 

Mr Nock was found with 
almost five times a fatal 
dose in his body. 

Crime prevention minis¬ 
ter Norman Baker MP said 
AH-7921 will be investi¬ 
gated by the Advisory Coun¬ 
cil on the Misuse of Drugs, 
which will present its find¬ 
ings in the spring. 

He told Mr Balmain in a 
letter that the Government 
shared his concerns over 
the ‘unregulated sale’ of 
AH-7921 and had called in 
independent experts. 

Mr Baker wrote: “Action 
to restrict new psychoactive 
substance supply is a prior¬ 
ity for UK law enforcement 
and other regulatory agen¬ 
cies. 

“We know there is more 
to be done in this area.” 

Cannabis is 
discovered 

MORE than 590 cannabis 
plants have been found 
growing on three floors of 
a disused shop in Cradley 
Heath. 

Officers were called after 
reports of a break-in at the 
premises. 

Police got inside the store 
and discovered a cannabis 
factory spread across five 
rooms. 

Hydroponics equipment 
was found inside the build¬ 
ing in Reddal Hill Road on 
Tuesday morning. 

In total, 593 plants were 
found. 


FREE PARKING AT 
MERRY HILL VOW 


THE new owners of Merry Hill shop¬ 
ping centre have pledged to keep 
free car parking. 

That could lead to a row with Dudley Coun¬ 
cil, which has made it clear it will not permit 
any expansion of Merry Hill without parking 
charges being imposed. 


Dudley Council leader Cor 
there is to be an expansion 
of Merry Hill beyond its 
existing planning permits 
then charges have to be in¬ 
troduced.” 

But Mike Butterworth, 
chief operating office of new 
owners Intu, said: “We are 
committed to maintaining 
that free car parking. It’s 
very important to the cen¬ 
tre that we make it easy for 
people to get there and free 
parking is part of that.” 

Ambitious 

It currently offers 10,000 
free spaces at the Brierley 
Hill mall complex. 

Property firm Intu will 
run Merry Hill after buying 
the half share previously 
owned by Westfield for 
£407.7 million last week. 

“It has ambitious plans 
to increase leisure and res¬ 
taurant facilities to make 
Merry Hill more of a family 
day out destination. 

After spending his early 
years in and around Wolver¬ 
hampton, Mr Butterworth 
is no stranger to the Black 
Country and the Merry Hill 
centre. 

But he is aware that Intu 
has a job ahead of it to bring 
Merry Hill up to the stand¬ 
ard of the UK’s top shop¬ 
ping centres.

Scheme 
to build 
80 homes 
near canal 

UP to 80 homes could be 
built on the edge of Stour¬ 
bridge town centre after 
outline proposals were sub¬ 
mitted to planners. 

Quadrant Land Partner¬ 
ship wants permission to 
create the development on 
land at Lowndes Road and 
Bradley Road, near Stour¬ 
bridge canal. 

Council officers have rec¬ 
ommended outline plans 
be approved subject to con¬ 
ditions, when they are dis¬ 
cussed by Dudley Council’s 
development control com¬ 
mittee on Monday. 

The houses would be built 
on a six-hectare stretch 
of land near to the his¬ 
toric Foster and Rastrick 
foundry, which is being con¬ 
verted and refurbished into 
a medical centre. 

Details of the layout of the 
development and the style of 
the new homes would be the 
subject of a further planning 
application in the future. 

Council officials said 77 
letters had been sent out to 
neighbouring properties. 

One response has been re¬ 
ceived from Vee Bee Ltd, a 
company near the site. They 
requested information on 
the implications for noises 
at their premises, so it does 
not jeopardize future opera¬ 
tions at the firm. 

Part of the River Stour is 
within the site and would be 
engineered to make it a bet¬ 
ter habitat for wildlife.

They fear the proposals, if they 
get the go-ahead,will cause a smell 
and create traffic chaos. 

But the firm deny this and say it 
will create jobs 

Campaign spokesman Tim Lee, 
63, of Seagers Lane, said: “It’s a re¬ 
ally big step forward. We will now 


be able to cross-examine Clean Pow¬ 
er’s witnesses, and to fully address 
the inspector. 

“We believe that being allowed 
full party status will give us the best 
opportunity to present the commu¬ 
nity’s case.” 

The campaign group is putting 
the finishing touches to its formal 
statement. 


Anger as show snubs 
fans' Astle tribute 


THE daughter of Baggies legend Jeff As¬ 
tle has spoken of her ‘disgust’ after BBC’s 
Match of the Day failed to mention a tribute 
by fans supporting the Albion legend’s family. 

Albion fans applauded in the ninth minute as a show of 
support for the family of Hawthorns hero Astle during the 
defeat at Hull City. 

Mr Astle died in 2002, aged 59, from brain damage which 
a coroner concluded was 
sustained through heading 
leather footballs during his 
glittering football career. 

His family have launched 
a campaign, called Justice 
for Jeff, calling for the FA 
to accept that the father-of- 
three suffered brain damage 
and to launch research into 
the effects of heading foot¬ 
balls. The FA promised a 10- 
year study after his inquest 
but nothing has yet been 
published. 

Clapped 

Around 2,400 travelling 
fans clapped in the ninth 
minute in honour of the 
number 9 shirt ‘the King’ 
wore for the Baggies, show¬ 
ing support for the cam¬ 
paign. A banner was also 
unfurled by the fans. 

But the action was not 
mentioned on Match of the 
Day. On Twitter, Mr As- 
tle’s daughter Claire said: 
“Disgusted. Too afraid of 
@FA or just too busy with 
the weather at Hull? My dad 
died! How many others?” 

The striker scored 174 
goals in 361 games for Al¬ 
bion, including the winner 
in the 1968 FA Cup final. 
He played five times for 
England. 

Last week, the FA re¬ 
leased a statement seeming 
to apologise to the Astle 
family for not contacting 
them about the research’s 
progress and saying it 
‘deeply regretted any upset 
caused’. Mr Astle’s daugh¬ 
ters Dawn and Claire, how¬ 
ever, insisted the FA had 
not contacted them to pass 
that message on. 


Protest over 
closure of 
day centre 

USERS of a mental health 
support service have held a 
protest against plans for its 
closure. 

Dove House is based on 
the grounds of Dudley’s 
Bushey Fields Hospital, 
which is staffed and sup¬ 
ported by independent men¬ 
tal health charity Dudley 
Mind. The centre provides 
a range of day activities and 
also serves as a meeting 
place. 

But earlier this month 
charity bosses said the ser¬ 
vice will shut from mid- 
May, and a new programme 
called Empowering Recov¬ 
ery In the Community will 
start there on June 1. 

Regular users staged a 
protest outside the centre 
last Thursday. They have 
also organised a petition, 
calling for it to be kept open 
as it is, which they plan to 
hand to Dudley Council. 

Drop-in facilities will con¬ 
tinue to run at other loca¬ 
tions, such as community 
centres, and peer support 
groups will be started. A 
weekly advice and support 
surgery is also going to be 
offered for people who might 
otherwise have raised their 
concerns with the drop-in 
staff. But current users say 
the proposed services will 
not meet their needs. 


Going to pains to aid charity

THE parents of a girl who was just two 
weeks old when she died have pledged to 
raise funds to help neo-natal units at hospi¬ 
tals across the Midlands. 

Libby Mae Sharratt was born last April 
at Birmingham Women’s Hospital to the joy 
of her parents Richard and Charlotte. But 
soon after she arrived in the world Libby 
began suffering breathing problems and 
was rushed into intensive care. 

Just days later, after she had been trans¬ 
ferred to Birmingham Children’s Hospital, 


doctors had to break the tragic news she 
was suffering from a rare heart condition. 
She died last May in her parents’ arms. 

The couple have vowed to keep her mem¬ 
ory alive by setting up a charity to help 
raise cash to help hospitals care for young¬ 
sters and families in similar situations. 

The charity Libby Mae’s Little Angels 
has already held a host of different fund¬ 
raisers. Bosses at The Full Moon pub, in 
Halesowen, held a waxing day earlier this 
month and raised more than £1,500. 


More cash 
going to 
maternity 
services 

HOSPITALS in the Mid¬ 
lands are to get over £1 mil¬ 
lion to improve maternity 
units. 

It comes after a baby 
boom in the region has seen 
health chiefs having to cope 
with thousands of extra 
births in recent years. 

Russell’s Hall Hospital, 
part of the Dudley Groups of 
Hospitals NHS Foundation 
Trust, will get a £41,000 to 
improve the care of women 
with mental health prob¬ 
lems and those with sick 
babies or experiencing be¬ 
reavement.

accidental death 
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Stumbled — Darren Smart 


A MAN who was out drinking died 
after stumbling into the road and 
being struck by a recovery vehicle. 

Senior Coroner Robin Balmain 
concluded at Smethwick Coroners 
Court that Darren Smart, of King 
Street, Dudley, was killed in a road 
traffic collision. 

Mr Smart, described by his sister 
as ‘the life and soul of the party’, 
was said to have such high levels of 
alcohol in his system that it would 
have led to ‘extreme drunkenness’ 
in the average social drinker. 


Mr Smart, 39, died on The Parade 
on September 27 from multiple in¬ 
juries. His death had been treated 
as a hit-and-run but the coroner’s 
court heard how truck driver Paul 
Darby hadn’t been aware he had hit 
anyone until he read about the col¬ 
lision the following day. 

Mr Darby, of Merryfield Road, 
Dudley, said: “ I was on the iPad 
checking the local news. The head¬ 
line was about an accident on a road 
I had driven along the night before 
at the same time. I put two-and-two 


together and went to the police.” 

Mr Darby said: “I was driving just 
normal speed. I was making my way 
up a hill. I heard a loud bang and I 
thought I had hit a house brick or 
the straps at the sides of my vehicle 
had come loose. When there’s a car 
on the back I’m used to loud noises. 

“There was no damage to the 
truck. I found that the mudguard 
had gone and I figured it must have 
fallen off and I had run over it.” 

Mr Balmain, concluding the cause 
of Mr Smart’s death, said: “The pa¬ 


thologist found 422 microgrammes 
of alcohol in his blood. I’m told that 
350 microgrammes could be fatal on 
its own. 

“The pathologist said that it could 
have led to extreme drunkenness in 
the average social drinker. 

“It appears Mr Smart fell and 
stumbled into the road at the same 
time Mr Darby drove past. It seems 
he went into the side of the vehicle.” 

Mr Smart’s sister, Karen Shot- 
ton, said: “Darren was the life and 
soul of the party.”

The matter escalated 
and resulted in unpleasant 
injuries, for which the de¬ 
fendant is truly sorry.” 

Hayes, of Grenville Road, 
who had previous convic¬ 
tions for battery and as¬ 
sault, admitted wounding. 
He was given an 18 month 
jail sentence suspended 
under supervision for 18 
months and ordered to pay 
£500 to the victim.

Spy car to help tackle 
bad parking at schools 


A CAMERA car will patrol Sandwell schools 
to catch parents illegally parking and putting 
children at risk. 

Sandwell Council will fit a camera to one of its ve¬ 
hicles in order to weed out bad drivers on the school 
run under the £45,000 plans. The proposal comes 


despite the Government 
such cameras illegal, 

Local government secre¬ 
tary Eric Pickle hit out at 
the practice, saying that spy 
cars were just a way for local 
authorities to make money. 

Complaints 

But council bosses say 
they are responding to pub¬ 
lic concerns about safety 
and would use the car in 
hotspot locations subject to 
the most complaints. 

The camera fitted to the 
vehicle would cost around 
£35,000 and the equip¬ 
ment to operate it would 
cost around £6,000. Annual 
maintenance of the camera 
and equipment would be 
around £4,000. 

Sandwell Council leader 
Councillor Darren Cooper 
rebutted the criticism from 
Mr Pickles MP. 

He said: “We’re aware 
of Eric Pickles’ views. But 
our paramount concern is 
the safety of people on our 
roads, especially children, 
and the need for us to re¬ 
spond to persistent reports

about illegal parking near 
our schools. 

“This plan is not about 
the council making money 
but acting responsibly and 
responding to Sandwell peo¬ 
ple’s real concerns.” 

Chiefs hope any fines is¬ 
sued through the scheme 
and the presence of the 
camera car itself will deter 
motorists from parking ille¬ 
gally and thereby improve 
safety in places where many 
children are crossing roads.

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Addict 
decided 
to grow 
his own 

A MAN who started grow¬ 
ing cannabis after a jail sen¬ 
tence for a similar crime has 
been spared another spell 
behind bars. 

Steven Darnley rented 
a property from a friend 
after his release from an 18 
month prison term, Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court 
heard. Later a relative of 
the owner of the property 
in Whittington Road, Hale¬ 
sowen, noticed a window 
was boarded up,said Miss 
Sarah Allen, prosecuting. 

The owner investigated 
after failing to contact 
33-year-old Darnley and 
alerted police when he 
found cannabis being grown 
in two bedrooms. “Eleven 
plants were being grown 
under a hydroponic set up 
with fans and lighting. The 
yield of three annual crops 
would have been worth up 
to £10,000,” said Miss Allen. 

Mr Raymond McVeighty, 
defending, said: “He is an 
electrician and helped ren¬ 
ovate a house owned by a 
former school friend with 
whom he made an arrange¬ 
ment to occupy the prem¬ 
ises for 12 months. He had 
an expensive cannabis habit 
and decided to grow the 
stuff rather than pay others 
for it. He has voluntarily 
sought help for his drug ad¬ 
diction.” 

Darnley, of Bournes Hill, 
Halesowen, admitted pro¬ 
ducing cannabis and was 
given a 12 month jail sen¬ 
tence suspended for two 
years , a three-month night 
curfew and £250 costs. 


Figures show more pets 
stolen by heartless thieves 


more than 100 dogs, 68 birds, 13 fish, five sheep and even one 
chicken — that’s just some of the hundreds of animals snatched by 
thieves in one year. 

New figures show 249 pets and livestock were stolen in 2013 across the West Midlands. 
The number equates to almost five thefts a week and is up by two from the year before. 

Police say they treat the offences seriously but an animal rescuing and rehoming charity 
claims the figures are only the tip of the iceberg. 

Denise Broadman, from Dog Watch in the West Midlands, said: “Dogs are being stolen 

' at an alarming rate with many being sold 
on for drugs or to be used for fighting. It is a 
worrying time and I urge everyone to keep 
their pets on lead in public places.” 

Rare breeds including Chihuahuas, Japa¬ 
nese Akitas and Siberian Huskys are among 
the animals most targeteds, according to 
Mrs Broadman, who says a pedigree puppy 
can fetch as much as £2,000. 

There are also instances where the pets 
are taken and then offered back as part of a 
ransom from their owners. 

“There is a sick underground world out 
there where people are given orders to steal 
dogs,” said Mrs Broadman. 

A search on websites such as doglost.co.uk 
reveals the extent of the problem with doz¬ 
ens of desperate owners listing their pets. 

Jennie Dhanjal, founder of K9 Search 
UK, which also advertises lost and stolen 
dogs, said: “We get many, many calls from 
concerned owners with a range of terrible 
stories, from animal kidnapping to dogs dis¬ 
appearing from back gardens. 

“It’s heartbreaking for the owners. We 
just try and do our best to get them back.” 
But it is not just dogs which are targeted. 
The figures from the three police forces 
show birds, fish, sheep, chickens and even 
guinea pigs are swiped by thieves. 

A total of nine horses, ponies and donkeys 
were stolen last year. 

West Midlands Police said three fish were 
stolen, a snake and a reptile were taken in 
the same year. 


Time review 
takes too long 

A REVIEW of how to make best use of 
police time has so far kept West Midlands 
officers busy for a combined 91 hours with 
little to show from it, chiefs were told. 

Her Majesty’s Inspectorate of Constabu¬ 
lary is trying to find out what would make 
police work most effective, including focus¬ 
sing on preventative policing and freeing of¬ 
ficers’ time. It demanded 91 hours of West 
Midlands officers’ time in one week alone, 
the county’s Strategic Policing and Crime 
Board heard. That included gathering an¬ 
ecdotal evidence and figures to aid research. 

Police and crime commissioner Bob Jones 
said some in the force had observed the re¬ 
view into the best use of police time was tak¬ 
ing up a lot of police time. 

That opinion appeared to be shared by 
Chief Constable Chris Sims. Taking ques¬ 
tions from panel councillors, he said : “I 
have not attempted to convert the time 
taken on the review into a monetary cost 
but last week the HMIC inspection took 91 
hours of police time. That is a dispropor¬ 
tionate amount of police time. Effectively 
that’s taken two weeks’ worth of activity 
that could have been used elsewhere.”

A FIRST captivating visit to 
Dudley Zoo by a little girl on 
its opening day 77 years ago 
started what would become a 
lifelong love affair. 

Now aged 87, Muriel Thatcher 
has visited the attraction at least 
twice a month ever since she was 
first spellbound by the Castle Hill 
attraction at the age of 10. She has 
since even adopted 23 of the animals 
that callDudley Zoological Gardens 
their home. 

And now the zoo has presented Muriel, 
who has to catch two buses on a three- 
hour round trip to get there, with life 
membership and an engraved bench in 
her honour.

Miss Thatcher, from Wednesfield, 
recalls her first visit to the zoo on its 
opening day on May 6, 1937, like it was 
yesterday. 

She said: “When I heard that a zoo 
was opening, I begged my mum that she 
would take me and my younger sister. 

“My first ever visit was just magical. I 
had never seen exotic animals. 

“On the opening day, we waited for 
hours upon end as queues to get in 
snaked around the block and my mum 
wanted to give up and go home but I 
begged her to stay. 

“When we got in, it was worth every 
minute that we waited and I felt like I 
was taken to another world.” 

She has been so dedicated to the zoo’s 
animals over what equates to more than 
2,000 visits, that she even took food in 
for them during the Second World War. 

“Visiting the zoo during the war was

a bit of a challenge, as everyone had to 
concentrate on the war effort,” she said. 

“Adding to that, the zoo had irreg¬ 
ular opening hours because of air raid 
scares and the blackouts. 

“Nevertheless, I still tried to go as 
much as possible and I used to take any 
food scraps for the animals, as food was 
scarce for humans let alone animals, 
and so I felt sorry for them. 

“I particularly hold fond in my heart 
memories from the great summer of 
1969. The atmosphere at the zoo was so 
electric and everyone had a blast. 


“Everyone was happy because of the 
glorious weather and people were eat¬ 
ing ice cream after ice cream to keep 
cool. 

“Even the elephants, who are used 
to high heats, were having to be con¬ 
stantly cooled down with big buckets of 
water.” 

Miss Thatcher, who helped to open 
the zoo’s new £40,000 Penguin Bay ex¬ 
hibit in May 2012, will now be able to 
sit on her very own bench in the Lemur 
Wood. 

She was also presented with a ruck-

WHOSE fault is the current skills gap? Having read that 
earlier this month was designated as National Apprentice¬ 
ship Week, I am provoked to repeat the contents of a letter 
published some four to five years ago. 

The present Government is endeavouring to ‘reinvent 
the wheel’. When Margaret Thatcher’s Government took 
charge there existed around 70 to 80 training boards re¬ 
sponsible for ensuring adequate skills training for a great 
variety of industries. 

I was for 30 years involved with industrial training firstly 
with Joseph Sankey & Sons Ltd and later as a lecturer at 
Dudley Technical College. Training was then closely mon¬ 
itored by the Engineering Industry Training Board, who 
ensured a high level of achievement for apprentices. These 
boards were funded by a levy on companies of a certain 
minimum size and did a really good job in maintaining high 
skills levels. During the Thatcher Government these were 
mostly discontinued (as far as I am aware the only sur¬ 
vivors are those for the construction and road transport 
industries). Myself and many others expressed concern at 
this decision but to no avail and the 30 year skills gap is the 
result. There is now a great amount of catching up to do.

Mr Simpson, a music photographer 
and the original manager of Black 
Sabbath, is showing off his collection 
of rare photographs at West Bromwich 
Central Library until this weekend. 

Jagger, The Killer and The Prettiest 
Man In Rock and Roll, features 40 im¬ 
ages of artists, including Mick Jagger, 
Jerry Lee Lewis and Little Richard, 
during visits to the West Midlands. 

Mr Simpson was the founder of the 
Birmingham-based Big Bear record 
company. Many of the pictures, which 
come from his personal collection, 
have not been seen for more than 40 
years. 

“Back in the 60s, I was playing in 
a band called Locomotive, and I was 
a photographer for Melody Maker,” 
said the 75-year-old, who grew up in 
Halesowen. “I used to take pictures 
for them, but I also used to keep some

back for myself, and the pictures in the 
exhibition are some of those,” he said. 

Jagger’s band The Rolling Stones 
feature, along with Chuck Berry, Nina 
Simone, John Lee Hooker and Rod 
Stewart. 

The first official publicity shots of 
The Moody Blues, and The Move, 
along with photographs of The Spen¬ 
cer Davis Group are also on show. 

The photographs give a fascinating 
insight into how musicians appeared 
when they were not performing. 

“I remember Cream, with Eric Clap¬ 
ton, were playing in a pub in Yardley 
in front of 200 people, and you could 
always get backstage for a few pic¬ 
tures,” said Mr Simpson. 

“The chances of you ever getting 
that close to Clapton these days would 
seem pretty remote.” 

The exhibition will mark 45 years 


of his Big Bear label. Other stars in 
the exhibition include Cilia Black, Bill 
Haley and The Comets, and Chuck 
Berry. 

Mr Simpson started running Big 
Bear records in 1968, and it was dur¬ 
ing this time he discovered a four-piece 
band called Earth at a famous music 
night he ran in Birmingham called 
Henry’s Blues House.

“When I first saw them I could see 
they were talented and I let them play 
a few slots, the audience response 
was good so I asked if I could manage 
them,” he said. 

The band even wrote a song for 
him called, Song for Jim, but he could 
quickly see them going on to better 
things. After a suggestion by bassist 
Geezer Butler, they went to become 
Black Sabbath. 

Eventually the band went its sepa¬ 
rate way and they ended up signing up 
with Phillips Records, just two weeks 
after Jim helped them launch their 
first album Black Sabbath.

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Tragedy in the sun as 
balcony fall kills father

IT had been a sunshine geta¬ 
way with the family he adored 
in luxury surroundings. But 
the dream family holiday to 
Turkey ended in tragedy. 

A coroner has ruled that father-of- 
two Richard Handley most likely died 
in an accident when he fell from the 
top floor balcony of his hotel room. 

His wife Rachel is still trying to 
come to terms with the fact that she 
will probably never know exactly what 
happened. 

Mr Handley, 39, of Netherton, was 
found by a gardener outside the Baia 
Lara Hotel,in Antalya on August 31, 
2012. 

Smethwick Coroners Court heard 
that Mr Handley had been on holiday 
with Rachel and daughter Paige, now 
nine. Mrs Handley, of Fladbury Close, 
Netherton, said the family had re¬ 
turned to their hotel room, on the top 
floor of the building, at around 3.30pm 
the previous day. 

She told the inquest she and her 
husband had been drinking alcohol 
earlier that day. 

Hottest 

“He had been drinking vodka and 
coke and I had cocktails,” she said. “It 
did not seem to affect him. Richard did 
not seem drunk. 

“We were nearing the end of our 
holiday and went back to the hotel 
room at around 3.30pm. It was the 
hottest part of the day so we all had 
showers and went to sleep.” 

Mrs Handley said she had woken up 
at around 9.30pm and her husband 
was not there. She had gone back to 
sleep and was awoken by the phone 
early the next morning. 

“All the person on the other end 
asked was if my husband was with 
me,” she said. “I told them he wasn’t 
there. 

“Richard was very in to his fitness, 


he absolutely loved the gym, and 
sometimes he used to go down to the 
beach for a run during the morning. 
Thinking this is what had happened I 
got Paige and myself ready to go and 
meet him. It was only when I left the 
room and was on my way the hotel 
manager called me over and said Rich¬ 
ard had been found. His body was still 
outside.” 


A tent had been set up around her 
husband’s body and police attended. 

Senior Black Country Coroner Mr 
Robin Balmain said: “A post-mortem 
was carried out in this country which 
found the cause of death to be severe 
head injuries, as may be expected. 

“Although we do not know for cer¬ 
tain, it is most likely Mr Handley fell 
over the balcony.”

Honour for borough's 
stone lifting strongman 


HE has inspired genera¬ 
tions of fans with his feats of 
strength and now has been 
honoured at a ceremony at 
the House of Lords. 

Shahzada Saleem became a 
stone lifting star by repeatedly 
breaking his own records during 
his long career. 

And now the 49-year-old, from 
Kingswinford, who has five children 
and four grandchildren, has attended 
a special event at the Palace of West¬ 
minster. 

King 

He was given the Iconic Stone Lifter 
award by peer Lord Nazir Ahmed 
watched on by friends and family in 
the rooms of the House of Lords on 
February 24. 

Mr Saleem, known affectionately as 
King Shazad, said he was proud of the 
achievement and thanked his family 
for their support. 

“I am truly honoured to receive the 
Iconic Stone Lifter award. I want to 
give special thanks to Lord Nazir who 
invited us at the House of Lords,” he 
said. “A special mention must go to 
my brothers Mohammed Aurangzeb 
and Shahzada Tan veer for their sup¬ 
port throughout my career and my s.on 
Shaz Saleem who did me proud with 
his speech. 

“I want to thank all my fans, with¬ 
out your love and support this award 
recognition would never have been 
possible.” 

Mr Saleem was born in Pakistan but 
his family moved to England when he 
was aged just one and settled in Dud¬ 
ley borough. 

He was a keen sportsman growing 
up and was so inspired by the stone 
lifters that he decided to take up the 
sport himself in around 1983 aged just 
16.

Two years later he become the 
youngest world champion when he 
lifted a stone weighing 160kg or 
around 3501bs at an event in Birming¬ 
ham when he only weighed around 12 
stones himself. 

“When people heard about him, they 
couldn’t believe it and that curiosity 
brought the sport back from the brink 
really,” said his son Shaz. 

In stone lifting, competitors lift a 
huge block off the ground with one 
hand and press from his chest. 

During his career he gathered fans 
both across Britain eventually setting

a benchmark of 441 lbs or 201kg in 
1995. 

He also travelled to Pakistan having 
been challenged to match that mark in 
the country and he did so in front of a 
crowd of 50,000 adoring fans. 

Since bowing out of the sport he has 
concentrated on running the family 
taxi business, Beacon Taxis based in 
Sedgley, and his own sports academy. 

The annual Dudley Mela, showcas¬ 
ing Asian sport, was renamed in his 
honour Dudley Shazad Mela and Mr 
Saleem won the Duncan Edwards civic 
award for sport in 2011.

Miss Peacock, Labour 
candidate in Halesowen and

election, said: “Mary Macar¬ 
thur was a powerful woman. 
She stood up for the metal 
working trades that made 
the UK prosperous. 

“We should celebrate her 
life and honour the millions 
of manufacturing work¬ 
ers who made this country 
great. Like we do with bank 
notes, we should use the 
new £1 coin to celebrate 
great innovators.” 

Scottish-born Mary 
Macarthur died aged 40 
in 1921. A park has been 
named in her honour in Cra¬ 
dley Heath. 


Retirement village being 
proposed for school site 


A HOUSING development will be built on 
part of the site of a former school under new 
plans recommended for approval. 

William Davis Limited has submitted proposals 
for nine homes on the northern part of the old Cra¬ 
dley High School site. 

Midland Heart has already begun work on nearby 
£18million retirement village, which will have 120 apart¬ 


ments. It is being built on 
the main part of the site 
which was left vacant when 
the school was demolished 
in 2010. 

Supported 

A planning application 
for the new homes has been 
submitted to Dudley Coun¬ 
cil. 

Planning officers have 
supported the scheme say¬ 
ing it will bring the site back 
into use. 

The development would 
be made up of five detached 
houses and two pairs of 
semi-detached houses. 

They would all be two-sto- 
rey and finished in brick and 
tile. 

One letter of objection 
was lodged which raised 
concerns about the new 
houses being out of char¬ 
acter with the surrounding 
area and fears about an in¬ 
crease in traffic. 

A report which will go be¬ 
fore councillors next week 
said: “This is a reserved 
matters application for the 
erection of nine dwellings

that follows on from the 
granting of outline planning 
permission for the erection 
of dwellings on the site as 
part of the application for 
the redevelopment of the 
wider site.” 

Work on the retirement 
village is expected to be 
completed in spring next 
year. 

The complex will feature 
a range of facilities includ¬ 
ing a bar, coffee shop, res¬ 
taurant, activity hall, gym 
and library. 

The apartments would be 
available to buy or rent, or 
as shared ownership. 

Every unit will have its 
own front entrance door, 
while bigger apartments 
will incorporate a second 
bedroom, with enough space 
for wheelchair access. 

There would also be gar¬ 
den and woodland areas. 

The development in Cra¬ 
dley follows in the footsteps 
of similar schemes in Dud¬ 
ley and Coseley.

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Equal pay bill for councils 
to cost well over 


200 staff face 
axe at food firm 

MORE than 200 jobs are to be axed at a ma¬ 
jor West Midlands food firm. 

Freshway Chilled Foods in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton will shut after it failed to win a new con¬ 
tract to keep supplying sandwiches to The 
Foodservice Centre. 

A total of 208 people work full time at the 
Freshway’s site, on Stafford Road, and will 
continue to supply FSC until the contract 
ends in June. Parent company Tulip said 
loss of the work meant it would be ‘eco¬ 
nomically unsustainable’ to keep the Wol¬ 
verhampton site running. 

Staff were told at a meeting last week, de¬ 
scribed by a company spokesman as ‘emo¬ 
tional’. Many of the workforce have been at 
Freshway for decades. A consultation has 
now begun involving Freshway, workers 
and union representatives. 


COUNCILS across the Black Coun¬ 
try have spent or set aside more than 
£110 million to settle claims from 
thousands of women workers who 
claim they were not paid the same 
as men. 

The cost arose because of a change in the 
rules in 1997 that said councils had to give 
equal pay not just to people with the same 
job, but those doing work at a similar level. 

It meant that jobs mainly done by women, 


such as cleaning and catering, needed to be paid 
the same as those done mainly by men, such 
as bin men. The bin men would get bonuses at 
some councils and these needed to be taken into 
account. 

But it has come at an extraordinarily tough 
time for the authorities, some of whom say they 
have lost up to half their Government fund¬ 
ing as a result of Coalition-imposed cuts. As it 
emerges one dinner lady was paid a settlement 
of £190,000 in Birmingham, Dudley Council 
confirmed it had 3,800 claimants and has settled 
3,300 of them. The cost is so far £52m.

The equal pay claims are a further burden on 
council budgets which have been squeezed by 
central government funding cuts, resulting in 
thousands of jobs being axed. 

Sandwell Council has so far settled 6,000 
claims at a cost of £33 million, mainly in 2009 
and 2010. Wolverhampton City Council set aside 
£30m to settle hundreds of claims. 

Ravi Subramanian, West Midlands regional 
secretary for trade union Unison, said: “These 
were people who were underpaid for years. There 
were jobs done mainly by men that were paid a 
lot more than jobs done mainly by women.” 


Work starts on 
super cell block 

WORK has begun on a multi-million 
pound jail block that will become the 
main custody suite for the Black Country. 

When completed the new ‘super cell 
block’ will replace the majority of cells at 
police stations in the West Midlands. 

It will provide spaces for up to 60 of¬ 
fenders who will be processed and booked 
in before being bailed or transferred to 
courts across the area. 

Work at the site in Bromford Road, Old¬ 
bury began this week and marks the first 
phase of two purpose-built centres in the 
West Midlands, with work at a similar site 
in Holford Drive, Perry Barr due to begin 
in August. 

Construction of the new suite is ex¬ 
pected to be completed by June 2015. 


Business duo have 
got a lot of bottle

Road schemes unveiled 
to free up junction jams 


FOUR potential schemes that could ease 
congestion at one of the Black Country’s 
busiest junctions with a multi-million-pound 
investment have been drawn up. 

Transport bosses at Sandwell Council are asking for pub¬ 
lic opinion on four possible options for the busy Birchley 
Island in Oldbury, which could include turning it into a 


‘hamburger’ roundabout. 

Traffic currently backs 
up around the island at 
peak times, with queues 
often blocking the approach 
roads, which causes prob¬ 
lems changing lanes to leave 
the island. 

A consultation has been 
launched over the major 
gateway into Sandwell, at 
junction two of the M5, as 
to how traffic around the is¬ 
land can be reduced. 

Sandwell Council’s jobs 
and economy boss Council¬ 
lor Ian Jones said: “Anyone 
who drives around the is¬ 
land knows that there can 
be queues at peak times. 
This is frustrating and we 
need to do something about 
it. We’re committed to solv¬ 
ing this problem if we can 
get the funding to make 
some improvements. 

“We’ve looked at the 
possibility of constructing 
an underpass or a flyover. 
However, both would be 
extremely difficult to con¬ 
struct and very expensive 
because of the electricity 
sub-station and the motor¬ 
way viaduct. 

“So we have four options 
on the table, and we want 
members of the public to

get involved and tell us what 
they think.” 

Option A, estimated to 
cost £10.5 million, would 
see the M5 link widened, 
with traffic lights put on all 
approach roads. 

The second potential 
scheme would include op¬ 
tion A, but would also 
involved extending the Wol¬ 
verhampton Road through 
the roundabout to create 
a two-way ‘hamburger’ is¬ 
land. That could cost around 
£12.7m. 

Option C, potentially the 
most expensive at anesti- 
mated £14m, would be al¬ 
most the same at option B 
except the Wolverhampton 
Road would only go across 
the roundabout in one di¬ 
rection, northbound, and a 
one-way link from the M5 
to Churchbridge would be 
created. 

The final scheme, esti¬ 
mated at around £12.9m, 
would see a traffic junction 
created similar to that at 
Burnt Tree towards Dudley. 

If funding is approved, it 
is hoped work could start in 
March 2016.

Luke will 
explore 
origin of 
universe 

STUDENT Luke Jew is on 
the brink of going where 
no man has gone before by 
exploring the origin of the 
universe in the first few sec¬ 
onds after the Big Bang. 

The scientist from Stour¬ 
bridge is delighted that 
American cosmologists 
have announced that they 
have opened a window be¬ 
yond the Milky Way to see 
traces from the split-second 
after the Big Bang 14 billion 
years ago. 

Luke, 23, and a team from 
Oxford University, where he 
is studying for his doctorate 
at Oriel College, are cali¬ 
brating a telescope in the 
South African desert. 

“We will be filtering out 
the Milky Way to explore the 
area opened up by this pin¬ 
prick which was announced 
at the Harvard-Smithsonian 
Centre for Astrophysics,” 
said Luke, a formerOldswin- 
ford Hospital School pupil. 

“The discovery, made 
by an international col¬ 
laboration from the Bicep 
— Background Imaging of 
Cosmic Extragalactic Po¬ 
larisation — telescope at 
the South Pole, is the Holy 
Grail of cosmology. It will 
probably win a Nobel prize 
because, for the first time, 
it proves the theory of pri¬ 
mordial gravitational waves, 
which are an echo of the Big 
Bang which caused the uni¬ 
verse to expand rapidly and 
hugely - something we call 
inflation.” 

Luke will return to South 
Africa this spring to work 
on the project in the Karoo 
desert.

Sadness of 
trust at 
the death 
of couple 


HEALTH chiefs have expressed their sadness 
following the death of a couple who battled 
to live together in the same residential home. 

Jim and Joyce Smith finally won their battle to 
live together at Island Court residential care home 
in Dudley in January, but within four days 90-year- 
old Mrs Smith suffered a massive stroke. 

She died on February 10, and her husband, a 96-year-old 


D-Day veteran, died 20 days 
later, having been unable to 
see his wife because of his ill 
health. 

They had been separated 
since Mr Smith went to live 
in Island Court in Septem¬ 
ber last year, after being 
discharged from Dudley’s 
Russells Hall Hospital 
where he had been treated 
for a kidney complaint. 

Serious 

His wife of 44 years was 
initially told she would have 
to stay at her flat in Brunei 
Court, Wombourne, because 
her condition was not seri¬ 
ous enough to warrant full¬ 
time care. 

But she was eventually 
allowed to move into Island 
Court at the end of January 
after being taken into hospi¬ 
tal herself. 

Staffordshire and Stoke- 
on-Trent Partnership NHS 
Trust, which manages so¬ 
cial care in the county, said 
it wished to express its sym¬ 
pathy to the family of Mr 
and Mrs Smith. 

A statement issued by the 
trust added: “As a provider 
of community health and 
adult social care services, 
supporting people to live as 
independently as possible 
is one of Staffordshire and 
Stoke-on-Trent Partnership 
NHS Trust’s key priorities. 

“We constantly review

and reassess the require¬ 
ments of the needs of all our 
service users to ensure they 
receive the appropriate level 
of care and in the most suit¬ 
able place. 

“In January, we were able 
to place Mrs Smith with 
her husband and were very 
saddened to hear she died 
shortly after. 

“Wherever possible we 
would want to keep people 
together and would regular 
review their needs to ensure 
that, as their needs change, 
the care they receive contin¬ 
ues to be the most appropri¬ 
ate.” 

Mrs Smith’s daughter 
Diane Fellows, aged 63, of 
Gordon Avenue, Lanesfield, 
said she believed the stress 
of begin apart had added to 
her mother’s ill health. 

She explained: “They 
were a devoted couple, and 
it broke my mother’s heart 
when they were apart.” 

The couple had both been 
widowed when they met at 
Diane’s wedding on March 
17, 1969, and were married 
a year to the day. 

Mr Smith’s funeral at 
Gornal Wood Crematorium 
last week was on what would 
have been the couple’s 44th 
wedding anniversary.

A sweeping outdoor route 
shaped by modern offices, shops 
and public spaces will be created 
to rejuvenate the tired city cen¬ 
tre location, under dramatic new 
plans. 

The concrete surroundings of the 
Central Library, which shut after the 
new £188m Library of Birmingham 
opened last September, will be demol¬ 
ished as part of the revamp. Paradise 
Circus, which is home to shops, a pub 
and restaurants, will be overhauled in 
a scheme developers described as a 
‘one-in-a-lifetime’ opportunity. 

Visitors will have a clear view from 
a re-landscaped Chamberlain Square 
and clock tower, next to Birmingham 
Town Hall, up through to the Hall of 
Memory for the first time in decades.

l\lew case is too close 
to home for Martha 


N ever mix business with 
pleasure, and never work 
with your loved ones. 

Martha really should have kept 
those ideas at the forefront of her 
mind before agreeing to take on the 
case of her ex-boyfriend Sean. 

Instead, she’s up to her neck in 
problems, most of them caused by 
the fact that she can’t consider the 
facts coolly and dispassionately 
because of their shared history - 
and his reappearance has shaken 
the legal eagle in other ways too. 

“Martha has to start to reassess 
what is really important in her life,” 
says Maxine Peake, who plays her. 
‘This person’s arrival forces Martha 
to remember the person she was 
and why she embarked on the 
career she did. 

“She realises that things have 
changed greatly and that her 
teenage goals and ideals have 
gone somewhat out of the window.” 

It’s clear to regular viewers that 
Martha has convinced herself that 
Sean wouldn’t lie to her, and so is 


blind to the massive holes in his 
story - holes so big, Clive could 
repeatedly drive a lorry through 
them without touching the sides. 

In fact, he repeatedly tells her 
something along similar lines, but 
instead of making her see sense, 
his words merely make her dig her 
heels in and become more 
determined than ever to clear 
Sean’s name. 

“Clive hates her ex-boyfriend and 
they end up having a massive fight,” 
says Rupert Penry-Jones, Peake’s 
co-star since the series began. “It 
took a while to shoot but even 
longer to get over the bruises - we 
were a bit bashed up! We were 
throwing each other around and 
against walls, but how much of it 
will end up in the final cut I don’t 
know.” 

To make matters worse, Martha’s 
behaviour makes her colleagues 
wonder if she has what it takes to 
lead the firm into the future - and 
she herself is forced to question her 
long-term career as a barrister after 
the verdict is read out... 


But what impact will the trial have 
on Martha and Clive’s relationship? 
After all, it’s clear there’s a real 
spark between them. Could they 
have a future together after all that’s 
happened? 

Penry-Jones isn’t convinced they 
do: “I don’t know why he decides to 
suddenly tell her how he feels, but I 
don’t think you can always explain 
these things. 

“He’s looking at her; she’s 
dancing, she’s free, so he thinks 
he’ll give it a go. I think there’s 
always hope for them. I think she’s 
who he wants, in the end, but I’m 
not sure he’ll ever get her.” 

“Martha likes being opposite Clive 
in court,” says Peake of the bond 
between the two characters. “He’s a 
great barrister so she has to up her 
game. It can create conflict, but 
they both enjoy competing against 
each other. That’s where their spark 
is created. 

“Whether Martha could handle or 
want a serious long-term 
relationship is another thing...”

But it actually improves the appearance 
and gives the car a completely distinctive 
look, which is important in an age of look- 
alikes. 

Honda was determined the wedge-like 
profile would not come at the expense of 
space and surprisingly has managed to 
create a class-leading 624 litres of boot 
space, including 117 litres beneath the 
false floor. 

The space has been created by clever 
positioning of the fuel tank underneath the 
front seats, allowing the rear seats to be 
folded flat to reveal 1,668 litres of space. 

The Civic Tourer is available with the 
choice of two engines; the 1.8 i-VTEC pet¬ 
rol and the new Earth Dreams Technology 
1.6 i-DTEC diesel, and four generously 
equipped trim levels. 

Both engines come with a six-speed 
manual gearbox, while the petrol car buy¬ 
ers can add a five-speed torque converter. 

The diesel costs up to £1,210 more than 


the manual petrol, but is over 60 per cent 
more fuel efficient, 72.4-74.3mpg, against 
43.5-45.6mpg, and also emits far less C02, 
99-103g/km against 146-149 g/km. 

The entry level S grade includes features 
such as Bluetooth hands-free telephone, 
DAB radio, USB connectivity and 16in alloy 
wheels. 

In addition the SE Plus, the next level up, 
has rear parking sensors and 17in alloys, 
whilst SR customers will benefit from the 
new world-first rear Adaptive Damper Sys¬ 
tem (ADS), front heated seats, HDD navi¬ 
gation and privacy glass. 

Those who opt for the top EX grade will 
receive headlight washer, smart entry and 
start capability, sunglasses holder, interior 
blue ambient lighting and Bi-HID head¬ 
lights with auto levelling. 

Comfortable 

Up front is a comfortable place to be 
with fully-adjustable seats and steering 
column and the fascia is easily recognised 
as Honda’s with the usual combination of 
high quality plastics and easy-to-remem- 
ber switch positions. 

Every inch of space is cleverly utilised, 
meaning front and rear-seat passenger 
can be comfortably accommodated, but 
rising glass lines mean rear vision is not 
the best in sector. 

There’s no excuse for questioning the 
handling of this model because Honda 
has developed a world-first rear Adaptive 
Damper System, which automatically ad¬ 
justs the rear suspension damping force, 
enhancing stability and comfort. 

Another first is the option to add Hon¬ 
da’s new suite of safety technologies to a 
C-segment car. 

Based on the philosophy of ‘safety for

everyone’, it uses a combination of cam¬ 
eras, short-range lidar and radar to deliver 
safety in all conditions. 

The new Driver Assistance Safety Pack 
is available as a factory-fit option from SE 
models upwards for £780, with City-Brake 
Active System, forward collision warning, 
high beam support system, lane departure 
warning, traffic sign recognition system, 
and blind spot information. 

Safety Pack Two is only available on EX 


Plus models and for an additional £2,500 
benefits from all the features in Safety Pack 
One as well as automatic cruise control 
and collision mitigation braking, in place of 
the City Brake Active System. 

A comfortable ride and superb handling 
coupled with the versatile load space and a 
stunning diesel engine mean Honda will be 
competitive, but the questions will revolve 
around pricing, which with an entry level of 
£20,265, may put some buyers off.
